It is a time of year
most police departments must
prime for the last outburst of
accidents for the year and do
all they can to hold the acci-
dent rate down.

During the holidays another
problem that increases is the
drinking driver. Lieutenant
Nash of the traffic division re-
ports that this year, as last
year, the City of Torrance can
look for a decrease in the acci-
dent rate.

TORRANCE showed a 21 per
cent reduction of accidents in
1960 over 1959, and thus far
this year the accident rate is
approximately 13 per cent be-
low the same period for 1960,
